AN ACCOMMODATING JUDGE.

At the first Cireuit 
Court tn Washington County, by Judge John 
Reynolds, on the opening of the Court the She- 
riff went out into the Court-yard and said to the 
people,—* Boys, come in, our John is going to 
hold Court.’ This was the proclamation for 
opening the Court. In general the Judges were 
averse to deciding questions of law. They did 
not like the responsibility of offending one or 
the other parties.
